It is very doubt- 
ful if under such circumstances witb 
such very short notice tba pilgrim 
mothers wer« able to get up such n 
Thanksgiving dinner as they mighi 
bnve desired. The third day ot thanks- 
giving was ordered by Governor Win- 
throp of the Massachusetts Boy colon) 
nine years after the second, on acentin; 
of tbe fiivornblo aotiou toward* 'be NHW 
Euglaud colonies taken by tbe privy 
council of Englacd. This waa in June 
He invited the Governor of Plymouth 
colony to unite with him and this was 
done. Th« records of the thanksgiving 
days in the two colonies are from thi- 
anio neaily every year, and tradition 
tends to prove that where there is no 
reoord it is an error of omission. IN

The first English Governors of New 


York were of a dashing cavalier order, 
aai3 rather scorned Thanksgiving festi- 
vals and proclamations. Their ener- 
gies were mainly bent towards baildiug 
no a Rood cavalier sentiment in New 
York and Albany to counterbalance the 
puritan tendencies of New England. 
And for this purpose they granted uu- 
merous farms of fl'ty acres to Eufilish 
yeomen and the younger sons of Eng- 
lish squires. 
These men considered 


Thanksgiving Day as a nort of bastard 
Christmas, aud it scandalized them ih'it 
plum pudding should be eat»u before 
the 25th of DHoernber. 
On two occa- 


sions only did the English Governors 
proclaim a day of thauksRivinj?, and 
this was in 1755 and 1760. 
It is not to 


bo doubted that thete was io the prov. 
ince a deep sense of gratitude towards 
New England for the manly part it had 
taken in the great French war, aud for 
its sacrifice of men and money made so 
uncomplainingly and so nnflmohiugly. 
This manifested itself in the proolaiua- 
tmn of 1760, which was in coamemorii- 
don of poaoe with France and the cassa- 
tion of all French claims to possession* 
in the Oanndas. We are, therefore, to 
regard the IB two thanksgivings under 
tbe English Governors as concessions to 
au American idea, made from a feeling 
that the war would not have ended iu 
«uoh a blaze of glory had it uot b««-n 
fo- tbe provincials. 
Tbe next Thanksgiving Day was ap- 


pointed in 1776 by lhe«» same provin- 
cinls, represented by u CongrebS of their 
own delegates. And during evetyyear 
of the war of independence thin Conti- 
nental Congress recommended that the 
siime day should be observed as a day of 
th mkstfiving to Alroiguty Go 1 th»t the 
power of Euglaud liud not snbJu«d 
ib'in.

(hoven,) nnd when made into bay is an 
admirablu nnd nutritious food. But it 
requires great care in drying when 
made into hay. Mr. Sinclair states that 
the produce of Sainfoin on a clayey 
loam with a sandy subsoil is greater 
than on a sandy or gravelly soil resting 
upon clay, A French writer says tout 
Sainfoin caunot accommodate itself to 
damp soil, and even dreads soil which, 
although dry, rests upon a wet subsoil. 
It delights in dry soil, somewha' 
gravelly and above all caloareon«. 
It 


flourishes upon the declivities of bills 
where water cannot remain, and in 
light soil where its powerful root can 
readily penetrate. But although sur- 
viving iu tba poorest calcareous soil like 
clover and Lucerne, its productiveness 
is always relative to the permeability 
and fenility of the laud. It prefers 
open, sunny places, with a Southern or 
Enbtern exposure. 
Sainfoin bus re- 


ceived sevral trials in this country, 
but without success, probably from the 
experiments having been made upon un- 
suitable soil. 
"Wo caunot expect that it 


will be preferred in places where elovrr 
succeed', but in light soils and in 
regions with A light rainfall it should 
reccue u thormifjh trial. A recint bul- 
letm of the Iowa Agricultural College 
gives the result of Home experiments 
with this plant which are very sutisfuc- 
torj. 
Observations there made indicate 


that it stands early freezing quite aa 
well as Kentucky bluegrass. It oro- 
ctufea at the rate of 3 tuua of dry hay 
per uore."
